DOHESTIC NEWS. 


J oin t R epublican Caucus. 
Washington, December 9th.—A joint 
caucus of Republican members of the Senate 
and House was held this evening for the pur­ 
pose of determining the party policy in re­ 
gard to the Senate concurrent resolution now 
landing in the House, which provides for the 
adoption of a specific joint rule to regulate 
the counting of the Electoral vote. Between 
SO and 90 members were in attendance, and 
the debate, which occupied two hours and a 
half, was quite general. Blaiae, Anthony, Fer­ 
ry, Teller, Lapharn, Conger, Keifer, Haskell, 
Butterworth, Miscock and Robinson spoke. 
The only question upon which any difference 
was expressed was the extent to which it 
should be considered necessary or advisable 
to oppose the adoption of the pending rule. 
While none of the speakers believed there 
was any purpose on the part of Democrats to 
attempt to revoke the result of the recent 
Presidential election, or that any danger, at 
the present juncture, need be anticipated 
from the adoption of the proposed rule, the 
majority held that a great principle was at 
stake, which might at some time affect the 
stability of our institutions, and the policy of 
the party should be to meet the issue now, and 
resist by every known parliamentary method 
the adoption of the proposition, alike unwar­ 
ranted by the Constitution and at variance 
with precedents of the past. At the conclu­ 
sion of the debate a vote was taken upon 
Judge Lapham’s resolution declaring it to be 
the sense of the caucus that the Republican 
minority should resist the adoption of this 
joint rule by all the means authorized by 
parliamentary law, and without dissent it 
was adopted. 
R elief o f Settlers on R estored R ailroad 
Lands. 
Washington, December 9th.—The House 
of Representatives to-day, on motion of Del­ 
egate Brents of Washington Territory, took 
up and passed the hill reported by Repre­ 
sentative Berry last session from the Public 
I.ands Committee for the relief of settlers on 
restored railroad lands. It is as follows : 
Be it enacted, etc , that all persons who shall have 
settled and made valuable and permanent improve­ 
ments upon any odd numbered sections of land 
within any railroad withdrawal In good faith, and 
with permission wr license of the railroad company 
for whose benefit the same shall have been made, 
and with the expectation of purchasing of such com­ 
pany the land so settled upon and Improved, may, 
for any causr, be restored to the public domain, and 
who at- tlie time of such restoration rnav not be en­ 
titled to enter and acquire title to such land under 
the pre-emption, homestead or timber culture Acts 
of the United States, shall be permitted, at any timo 
within three months after such restoration, aiid un­ 
der such rules and regulations as the Commissioner 
of the General Land Office may prescribe, to pur­ 
chase not to exceed 100 acres in extent of the same 
by legal subdivisions at the price of $2 50 per acre, 
and to receive patents therefor. 
The bill now goes to the Senate. 
T he T alk Abont D ividing Texas. 
W ashington, December 9th.—Coke was 
tc-day asked if there was any truth in the 
recently published statement that a scheme 
is being pushed by the Democrats to divide 
Texas iuto four States, and hold the United 
States Senate by thus obtaining six addi­ 
tional Senators. The Senator replied em­ 
phatically that there was not one word of 
truth in any assertion of that kind. Said he, 
“ The people of Texas are almost unani­ 
mously opposed to any division of the State. 
No man could bo elected to office in any 
county of the State on a platform favoring a 
division of the State. The Democrats are in 
favor of the unity of the State.” General 
Maxey, the other Senator from Texas, denies 
the report with equal emphasis. 
The Proposed P rovision for G ram . 
Chicago, December 9th. — The Inter- 
Oram'» Washington special says: Whether 
the House Military Committee will report 
favorably on McCook’s bill to place Grant 
on the retired list with the pay of General of 
the Army is very doubtful. The indications 
are that all the Democrats on the committee 
will oppose it, in which case it will never be 
reported ; but this is not positive, as members 
aie not at all communicative on the subject, 
and will not be until they have discussed it 
among themselves. 
Another Refunding Bill. 
W ashington, December 9th.—Representa­ 
tive Kelly of Pennsylvania has prepared a 
substitute for the refunding bill now pending 
before Congress. It provides that the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury shall be authorized to 
issue notes in the amount of $400,000,000, of 
denominations not less than $10, bearing in­ 
terest at a rate not exceeding 3 per cent, per 
annum, redeemable at the pleasure of the 
U nited States after a ytar, and payable in 
ten years from date of issue ; but not more 
of said notes shall be redeemable in any one 
fiscal year than the amount of the sinking 
fund for that year, and the particular notes 
to be redeemed from time to time shall be 
determined by lot, under such rules as the 
Secretary of the Treasury shall prescribe. 
This will be offered by Representative Kelly 
as a substitute when the Wood refunding bill 
is called up. 
A rraignm ent of the Dem ocrat». 
W ash in g to n , December 9th.—The most 
eventful speech of the House to-day was that 
of Lapham, who in the course of his speech 
said that the Democratic party was too prone 
to look lenieutly on political crimes. The 
leaders who were responsible for that blister­ 
ing infamy and colossal fraud, the Morey for­ 
gery, were enjoying high places in Demo­ 
cratic opinion, the men who tried to steal the 
State of Maine for the Democrats were still 
their trusted leaders, and in New York they 
elected a man to the State Senate by 11,000 
majority after his crimes had become so infa­ 
mous that he never dared appear and claim 
his seat. [Referring to Tweed in 1868.] 
Miscellaneous Hostilngton Item s. 
W a sh in g to n , December 9th.—Secretary 
Thompson denies the statement made in a 
Paris dispatch that he has been informally 
offered the Presidency of the Panama Canal 
Company, and that he will accept when 
properly tendered. He has received no offer 
from authorized persons. 
In the Committee on Ways and Means to­ 
day, a long discussion took place upon the 
proposition to remove the internal revenue 
tax from bank checks, friction matches, 
patent medicines, etc. 
The matter was 
finally referred to the sub-committee on in­ 
ternal revenue, with instructions to consider 
and report upon the same at a future meet­ 
ing 
... 
The prevailing sentiment among members 
of Congress is to make the holiday recess 
this year unusually Bhort. The talk is to ad­ 
journ over from Friday, December 24th, to 
Monday, January 3d. 
The President, Secretary Ramsey and Gen­ 
eral Sherman left this morning to attend a 
dinner to be given by the Farmers’ Club in 
Philadelphia to-night. 
Senator Bailey, who arrived from Tennes­ 
see to-day, says there is nothing in the talk 
of electing a Republican Senator to succeed 
him (Bailey). He asserted, “ We have a 
majoritv in the Legislature, and are going to 
elect a Democratic Senator.” 
Stanley Mathews will succeed Justice 
Swayne on the Supreme Court Bench, and 
Judge Devens may have a place if he will 
take it. 
» For the first time since the war. the South­ 
ern States will participate in the inaugura­ 
tion festivities. There is every probability 
that it will be a grand occasion. 
N ational C onnell of the Union League or 
A m erica. 
Philadelphia, December 9th.—The Na­ 
tional Council of the Union League of 
America held its annual session to-day. 


General J. S. Negley, of Pittsburg, was 
elected President. The other officers were 
re-clected. A report on the Indian policy of 
the Government was adopted, seriously advo­ 
cating the necessity for dissolving the tribal 
system, and requiring that the Indians 
should be made citizens. Resolutions were 
adopted congratulating the country on the 
election of Garfield and Arthur, and pledg­ 
ing support to the new Administration. The 
subject of the reorganization of the Republi­ 
can party in the South, by inviting the co­ 
operation of all progressive men without re­ 
gard to their past political affiliations, was 
warmly discussed, and speeches were made in 
favor thereof by Golouel J. E. Bryant, of 
Georgia, Hon. Ja».

FOKEIGN NEWS. 
The Irish A gltniton. 
London, December 9th.—Forster, Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, has issued a memoran­ 
dum to magistrates, Minting out that, under 
certain Acts of Parliament, persons assem­ 
bling, armed or disguised, or assuming the 
name of any society, to 'the terror of her 
Majesty’s subjects, are guilty of high mis­ 
demeanor, rendering them liable to imprison­ 
ment, as are also those who by threats en­ 
deavor to compel any person to quit employ­ 
ment, or publish or write anything calculated 
to create a riot or an unlawful assembly. 
All magistrates and constables are bonnd to 
apprehend, oppose and disperse persons en­ 
gaged in these practices, and they can com­ 
mand all persons to assist them. Any two 
magistrates can bind over persons whom they 
have reason to suspect of even an intention 
to participate in nnlawful proceedings, or in 
case of refusal to be bound over, they can 
commit them to jail. They can bind over 
persons whom they believe can give evidence 
relative to such proceedings, and if they re 
fuse to be bound over or to give evidence they 
can commit them to jail 
A Dublin correspondent, commenting on 
Forster’s memorandum, says: The truth is, 
the magistrates, agents ana landlords gener­ 
ally are panic-stricken, and do not venture to 
enforce the law. The prosecutions brought 
by the Attorney-General at Ballinsloe, and 
others in Sligo, have broken down, which has 
a discouraging effect. There is also a 
difficulty about treating the Land League 
meetings as unlawful assemblies. The mag­ 
istrates do not feel justified in regarding the 
threat “ to Boycott” as coming within the 
act, as it does not imply violence. 
. The Government has ordered accommoda­ 
tions for 150 soldiers to be prepared at Bal- 
Iini, Ireland, where a lady land-owner was 
recently mobbed and assaulted on the street. 
D ublin, December 9th.—The Lsague is 
conducting the campaign in the North with 


considerable skill, modifying its programme 
and proceedings to avoid offending the preju­ 
dices of the people of Ulster. In that prov­ 
ince there is quite a diff -rent tone in their 
speeches from that prevailing in ether parts 
of the country, with a view of concilia;; ,.g 
the Presbyterians, Liberals and Orangemen. 
The system of Boycotting has been applied 
to six detachments of the constabulary in 
different parts of Ireland. 
L ondon, December 9th.—The Ball Mill 
Gazette says : Everybody will ask why Fors­ 
ter's memorandum, reminding the magis­ 
trates of the power they possess under the 
existing law, was not issued months ago. 
The memorandum may now be too late. 
Forster may come over to the Cabinet with 
are quest for a coercion bill to urgent that 
his colleagues may feel it impossible to re­ 
sist. If this be so, Parliament will have the 
right to know, in view of his dilatoriness in 
reminding the magi-trates of their powers, 
whether he has really used, up to the present 
time, and pressed his subordinates to use, all 
the instruments they already possessed. 
D ublin, December 9th.—The Monaghan 
correspondí nt of the Dublin t ’rpirss tele­ 
graphed as follows last night: The greatest 
excitement prevailed at Monaghan.

B e r l i n , December 9th.—In the lower 
house of the Prussian Diet, to-day, Von Putt- 
kamrna, Minister of Ecclesiastical Affairs, 
replying to a statement of Umdthorst, the 
Ultramontane leader, relative to the griev­ 
ances of the Catholics, said the Government 
fully show their sorrow at the little progress 
made in the attempt to reconcile differences. 
The Government, by their last ecclesiastical 
bill, had offered means for concluding peace. 
By the rejection of that bill the material at 
their disposal for paving the way to an ulti­ 
mate arrangement was totally destroyed. 
They could not lay themselves open to another 
such defeat, anil intended to assume an ex­ 
pectant attitude while administering the ex­ 
isting law indulgently. 
Lard Lorne on the Canadian Paclflr R ail­ 
road. 
O ttaw a, December 9th.—This afternoon 
the Governer-General delivered the speech 
from the throne. Following is an extract: 
The contract and papers connected with the 
Canadian Pacific Railroad will be submitted 
to you without delay, aud I invoke for them 
your early and earnest consideration. I have 
summoned you before the usual period, as no 
action can be taken by the contractors to pros­ 
ecute the work and no permanent arrange­ 
ment for the organization of systematic emi­ 
gration from Europe to the Northwest 
Territory can be satisfactorily made until the 
policy of Parliament with respect to the rail­ 
road has been determined upon. Steady 
progress will be made in the construction of 
those portions of the railway now under con­ 
tract. Two additional sections have recently 
been opened for traffic—one from Winnipeg to 
Portage Laprairie, the other from Cr-is Lake 
to Keev.atin, so that there are now, in all, 204 
miles in operation. The measures adopted to 
promote economy in the working of the In­ 
ter-Colonial and Prince Edward Island Rail­ 
ways have resulted very favorably, and the 
steadily increasing traffic warrants the ex­ 
pectation that during the current year thecO 
railways will be self-sustaining.

THE 
COTA CASE. 


They have quite an interesting interna­ 
tional difficulty a t .San Francisco ju st now. 
A pplication was recently m ade by the 
Mexican G overnm ent for the extradition 
o í a M exican Damcd Cota, charged w ith 
rebellion against 
th e G overnm ent, m a­ 
rauding, and such 
M exican escapades. 
G overnor l ’erkins acceded to the appli­ 
cation, 
th e necessary papers were made 
c u t, and Cota, being arrested, was handed 
over to the M exican Consul a t San Fran­ 
cisco, and by th a t official transferred to the 
C om m ander of th e M exican gunboat Demó­ 
crata, then lying in the harbor. 
A t this 
point Cota sued ou t a w rit of habeas cor­ 
pus, b ut when th e C ourt issued its process 
for th e production of th e body of the 
petitioner, the M exican Consul aDd Com­ 
m ander refused to acknow ledge th e ju ris­ 
diction of th e Court, pleading th a t the 
gunboat was technically w ithin M exican 
jurisdiction, 
and, in fact, a p art of the 
M exican R epublic. 
Thereupon the Court 
directed th e Sheriff to arrest th e Com­ 
m ander of th e gunboat and to bring Cota 
on shore. 
This th e Sheriff attem pted to 
do, b u t as th e Coinmauder trained a gun 
upon his boat, and allow ed no one to ac­ 
com pany him on board, and as when he 
sought to arrest 
th e Com m ander 
th e 
la tte r retired into his cabin and placed 
him self under the protection of a m arine 
■with a loaded m usket and fixed bayonet, 
th e Sheriff was compelled to retu rn em pty- 
handed, and to rep o rt th a t th e M exican 
au th o rities had once m ore been guilty 
of 
contem pt of 
Court. 
Subsequently, 
how ever, 
the M exican Consul 
brought 
C ota on shore, and delivered him into the 
hands of th e police, to be locked up until 
he could be produced in Court. 
Thus the 
im m ediate purpose of th e C ourt is served, 
b u t w ithout determ ining th e question of 
jurisdiction. 
Of course in a case of this 
kiud it is necessary to consider how the 
rules which we propose to insist upou 
•would operate upou our own interests were 
th e relations of the governm ents reversed. 
C ota certainly came law fully into the 
hands of th e M exican authorities, bo far 
as they were concerned. 
W hether the 
S tate authori tics were j ustitied in surrender­ 
ing him is quite another question, though 
it may prove a very im portant one. 
I t is 
evident th a t the M exican officials have no 
dssire to em broil them selves w ith the 
U nited States, or they would not, how ever 
inform ally, have responded to the process 
of th e Court. 
O ur own authorities, how ­ 
ever, ought to see to it th a t M exico is not 
em barrassed or blam ed because of possible 
m istakes on th e p art of th e State. 


THE 
ELECTORAL 
COUNT. 


T he debate on th e m ethod of connting 
th e electoral vote is evidently being con­ 
d u cted , a t least on th e D em ocratic side, 
upon a purely partisan basis. 
The Demo­ 
c rats, having control of the House, insist 
th a t th e count ehonld be so m anaged as to 
give th e House th e disposition of th e re­ 
su lt in the event of a conflict. The R epub­ 
lican argum ents directed against this posi­ 
tio n 
have 
been very m uch the more 
w eighty and logical, and they have in fact 
show n the Dem ocratic a ttitu d e to be w ith­ 
o u t constitutional support. 
The m isfor­ 
tu n e of th e situation, however, is -th at the 
language of th e C onstitution is not d eter­ 
m inative of th e m ethod to be fallowed. 
I t is in fact singularly loese and vague ; 
so m uch so th a t room is afforded for the 
m ost opposite theories, and w arrant is 
given for ju st such partisan discussions as 
are now proceeding. 
Robeson's am end­ 
m en t to th e concurrent resolution seems 
to be fair and safe, and it cannot be ob­ 
jec ted to on any constitutional ground. 
I t is, how ever, not probable th a t the Dem­ 
o crats will agree to it, though there is 
certain ly no visible advantage possible to 
th em from an y other arrangem ent. 
T heir 
co n tentions a ttitu d e would alm ost justify 
a suspicion th a t th ey m editated some 
trick ery , bu t had th is been th e case they 
could no t have k ep t it secret so long. 


T he railroad era m akes a building boom 
*fc Scio, O r., and several new buildings are 
going up and more talked of. 
They th in k ( 
th e y w ill in a few years equal A lbany. 


T he recent utterances of .Judge Jere 
Black on th e relations cf railroads to gov­ 
ernm ent have been so generally indorsed by 
the new spapers as to m ake it evident th a t 
very little reflection has accompanied this 
expressioa of approval. 
An analysis of 
the theory advanced by the Ju d g e will 
dem onstrate th e entire fallacy of his posi­ 
tions, and it is well th a t this analysis 
should be m ade, if only to show how easy 
it is for th e press and people to d rift into 
the acceptance of m ost pernicious doc­ 
trines, w hen th ey are not carefully exam ­ 
ined a t th e outset. 
Ju d g e Black asserts 
th a t “ it is a cardinal error, and th e pa- 
“ ren t of m nch false argum ent, to suppose 
“ th a t railw ays are th e property of those 
'•w h o build and operate th em .” 
In this 
sw eeping allegation he of course includes 
all th e railw ays in the country. 
H e pro ­ 
ceeds : 
“ A railw ay laid out and b u ilt by 
“ the au th o rity of th e State for th e pu r­ 
p o s e s of commerce is as m uch a public 
“ highw ay a9 a turnpike road, canal, or 
“ navigable river, and a public highw ay 
“ cannot be private pro p erty .” 
The cor 
porations “ who have got into th e habit 
“ of calling them selves th e owners, have 
“ no proprietary right, title, or claim to 
“ the roads. 
They are th e agents of the 
“ S tate for th e perform ance of a public 
“ d u ty ;” 
and 
Judge 
Black 
explains 
w hat this is by inform ing us th a t “ it is 
“ the d u ty of th e S tate to prom ote in- 
“ tercourse and trade by m aking highw ays 
“ of th e best so rt throughout her terri- 
“ to ry .” 
N ow tw o factB are clear from 
this. 
T he first 18 th a t no 6uch relation 
has 
ever 
been recognized 
in civilized 
States, since if it had been recognized it 
w ould have becom e th e plain duty of the 
S tate to build railw ays itself, and to op­ 
erate them 
itself through appointed or 
elected officers. 
The second fact is th at 
Ju d g e B lack’s theory of governm ent can­ 
not b s confined to railroads, b u t m ust, if 
it is w orth an y th in g a t all, be equally 
applicable to every other departm ent of 
in d u stry and production. 
If it is the 
“ d u ty of th e S tate ” to regard railw ays 
as public agencies, it m ust be equally its 
d u ty to regard all other corporations in 
th a t light. If it is its d u ty to “ prom ote in ­ 
‘ tercourse and trade ” in one way, it m ust 
be equally its d u ty to do so in all ways. 
I t m ust th en undertake not only to build 
railroads, 
b u t ships and steam ers. 
I t 
m ust engage in m anufactures, it m ust 
carry on th e business of insurance and 
banking and general commerce. 
I t m ust 
keep hotels, 
and w arehouses, it m ust 
m anufacture 
clothing 
and 
boots 
and 
shoes 
and 
furniture. 
I t m ust d istrib ­ 
ute 
money, and 
find 
em ploym ent 
for 
everybody. 
In short, if Judge B lack’s 
principle is sound the S tate ought to go 
into the business of paternal governm ent 
on the largest scale, and tak e full charge 
of all the interests of the country from 
A lpha to Omega. 
If railroads are public 
agents there can be no reason w hy m anufac­ 
turing corporations of all kinds, gas and 
telegraph companies, and every im agin­ 
able species of 
corporate undertaking, 
should not be placed in the same category. 
I t is impossible to draw the line anyw here. 
The logic of th e principle dem ands its uni­ 
versal application, 
and if it be applied 
solely to railroads a t the beginning it is 
inevitable th a t it m ust be gradually ex­ 
tended u n til it reaches all hum an activi­ 
ties. 
A nd if, 
as Ju d g e Black asserts, 
it is the d u ty of the S tate to undertake all 
such enterprises, it m ust ba best th a t it 
should undertake them directly instead of 
indirectly. 
T he State, therefore, ought to 
do everything for the people in its own 
name, and private enterprises ought to be 
abolished. 


This is the logical im plication of Judge 
Black’s argum ent. 
I t is an assertion in 
the boldest form of the wisdom of pa­ 
ternal governm ent. 
Now paternal gov­ 
ernm ent, as every schoolboy knows, cannot 
coexist w ith the freedom of th e individ­ 
ual. 
W hen th e S tate is everything, the 
citizen ¡3 nothing. 
W hen th e S tate is 
everything, and Í3 a t the same tim e nom i­ 
nally a dem ocracy, th e result is the m ost 
grinding and insupportable of all tyrannies, 
nam ely, mob despotism . 
Ju d g e Black is 
politically a Bourbon D em ocrat, and the 
school to w hich he belongs has opposed it­ 
self to w hat it regards as tire centralizing 
tendencies of the age. 
O stensibly it de­ 
m ands decentralization as a guarantee for 
fu rth er protection and freedom to th e in ­ 
dividual. 
B u t here we find a Bourbon 
advocating centralization in its w ildest 
and m ost m easureless form, and anncunc 
iug h¡3 crude ideas as gravely as though 
they w ere th e em bodim ent of ripe thought 
and am ple experience. 
If he aione had 
th u s expressed his superficiality it m ight 
have been of little consequence, b u t when 
we find a large num ber of journals quoting 
his ideas w ith sw ift approval, and declaring 
th a t his view s are sound and opportune, 
it is 
tim e 
to 
dem onstrate th a t they 
are 
neither 
th e 
one nor 
the 
other. 
The 
tru th 
is 
th a t 
the 
best 
gov­ 
ernm ent is th a t w hich m eddles least w ith 
hum an activ ities; which confines its in te r­ 
ference to absolutely necessary m easures ; 
which leaves to individual enterprise all 
th a t can be achieved by individual en ter­ 
prise ; w hich fosters independence and 
seif-help in its citizens, and teaches them 
to look to th e ir own efforts for success in 
life. P aternal governm ent has alw ays been 
th e dream of those who disbelieve in the 
capacity of th e masses for self-govern­ 
m ent, or w hojhave sought to cure the evils 
arising from n atu ral inequalities of in tel­ 
lectual and physical pow ers by bringing the 
w hole of society dow n to a dead level of 
helplessness, dependence and submission. 
N o healthy m ind leans to paternalism . 
I t 
is a confession of w ant of confidence in the 
people, and its absurdity is shown in the 
fact th a t it ascribes to aggregated hum an­ 
ity virtues and capacities which it fails to 
find in th e un its of society. 
W e should 
have expected the press to detect the soph­ 
istry of Ju d g e B lack’s argum ents, and not 
to have accepted them as profound u tte r­ 
ances. 
No co untry could prosper or ad ­ 
vance if it w as governed upon such p rin ­ 
ciples as he enunciates, and no Anglo- 
Saxon com m unity would subm it to th e 
kind of paternalism which he professes to 
think so desirable.

“ not w ithout 
serious risk to th em .” 
T here can be no doubt th a t the law requires 
to be m ade m ore stringent, for it is clear 
th a t it lias so far failed to deter invaders 
in any appreciable degree, and in fact their 
persistence show s th at they expect to tire out 
the G overnm ent, and to be finally left 
secure in th eir stolen possessions, T he in ­ 
adequacy of a sta tu te w hich attem pts to 
m eet such invasions by th e imposition 
of a fine is apparent, and its futility is 
enhanced by 
the difficulty of enforcing 
even this trifling punishm ent. 
Mr. Schnrz 
m ay be rig h t in recom m ending im prison­ 
m ent, b u t it would be hard to imprison two 
thousand men, which is said to be the d um ber 
of the present expedition. Som ething, how­ 
ever, mu>t be done to pu t a stop to these 
incursions into th e Indian T erritory, or it 
w ill become impossible for tho G overn­ 
m ent to carry out any intelligent policy in 


regard to th e Indians. 
The latter of 
course will not believe th a t th e President 
is powerless to check these m arauders, and 
th ey are very ap t to reach th e conclusion 
th a t the raids are only in the usual line of 
G overnm ent duplicity and bad faith. 
P er­ 
haps if th e law less freebooters who go 
upon theso expeditions were to receive a 
sound thrashing a t the hands of th e U nited 
States troops, it w ould do more to cool 
their ardor in the pursuit of land-stealing 
than any apprehension of tine or im prison­ 
m ent.

How th e Erie Canal M arked a New Era in 
the Developm ent of our Country.

E ditors Bulletin: Considering th e large 
num ber of people from the U nited States 
wl.o visit Europe, it is seldom we hear 
anything from them th a t savors of A m eri­ 
can pride, dignity or patriotism , th a t we 
feel delighted in reading G overnor S tan­ 
ford’s speech on the last F ourth of Ju ly 
celebration, delivered in th e heart of the 
French Republic. 
T here arc few men in 
Am erica who are b etter qualified to explain 
th e advantages of internal and m aritim e 
im provem ent and its benefits to a sound 
republican form of governm ent and to civ­ 
ilization. 
The w orld ju stly applauds F er­ 
dinand de Leeseps for building the Suez 
Canal, and also his am bition to build a 
I’auam a Canal. 
These are great achieve­ 
m ents ; 
y et there is no great m ental 
thought or conception in the tw o Isthm us 
canals. 
They do not open any new coun­ 
tries. 
They do not advance civilization. 
They only shorten distance betw een the 
Occident and the O rient. 
These tw o things are not new. 
Sisostris 
more than tw o thousand years ago made a 
canal across th e Isthm us of Suez, and John 
Quincy Adam s in his early manhood was 
sent by our G overnm ent to Columbia to 
negotiate a canal across th e Isthm us of 
Panama. 


THE ERIE CANAL AND LELAND STANFORD’S 
FATHER. 
T he great achievem ent of the w orld in 
canal building was the construction of the 
E rie canal in N ew Y ork State. 
T hat 
canal did no t shorten distance, b u t it 
lengthened the distance of civilization. Its 
term inus at Buffalo was only its beginning. 
From th a t point w est to th e base of the 
R ocky m ountains, it was m ostly an unex­ 
plored 
w ilderness, 
and 
inhabited 
by 
savages. 
T aking into consideration the 
sparse population, th e lim ited condition of 
finance, and tho general surroundings of 
th at day, it was the greatest achievem ent 
th e 
civilized 
w orld 
ever 
produced. 
De W itt Clinton is the reputed father of 
th a t grand design, and very justly, too. Y et 
Mr. Clinton would have failed baa it not 
been for Leland Stanford’s father, and a 
few men like him. 
M r. 
Clinton had 
a hard struggle to carry his m easure. 
The 
opposition w as great and powerful, as all 
the landed interest iu E astern New York 
opposed it on the same grouud th e B ritish 
aristocracy opposed 
taking off th e corn 
laws. 
The country adjacent to th e H u d ­ 
son river thought if a carial opened the 
great W est it would reduce th e price of 
corn. 
U nder this pow erful opposition 
even Clinton faltered and lost his courage. 
There was one man who comprehended 
th e m agnitude of the great work, and th at 
man was Mr. C lin to n s adviser. 
H e saw 
Mr. Clinton one day w avering and dis­ 
couraged. 
H e laid the w eight of his pon­ 
derous hand on M r. C linton’s shoulder 
and said, “ The achievem ent can and m ust 
be done.” 
T h at m an was Leland S tan­ 
ford’s father. 
From th a t day M r. Clinton 
never faltered, and the great w ork was 
done. 
A il through th at great toil Mr. 
Stanford and a few unassum ing men like 
him stood by Mr. Clinton till the work 
was accomplished. 
To use a common fig­ 
ure, Mr. Stanford was M r. C linton’s back­ 
bone. 
I t was a proud day for religion, 
science, civilization and hum anity when 
refined civilization and crude barbarism 
m et on the frontier w aters of N iagara, and 
am idst th e roaring of the w aters the great 
Indian Chief Red Ja ck et and D eW itt 
C linton embraced. 
T h at day a new conti­ 
nent was born. 
The magic w onder para­ 
lyzed th e civilized world. 
Even the Queen 
of H eaven raised her veil and cast a be­ 
nign sm ile on the crude earth. 
The earth

H is father was a creator and lived 
in the days when great men lived.

th e w riter was a boy. 
T heir m ental ligte 
shed its rays on my feeble soul, and I hope 
future generations will be favored by the 
same blessing.

Court of Alameda, where the Schroder trial 
is progressing, was densely picked this morn­ 
ing. 
The attendance was tho largest ot the 
week, the spectators being attracted, no 
doubt, with a desire to hear the speeches of 
the lawyers in the case. 
Rev. Dr. Stebbins 
was present, and sat alongside of Schroder. 


OPENING ARGUMENT FOR THE DEFENSE. 
W . W . Foote, of counsel for the defense, 
made the first speech to the jury, in accord­ 
ance with an agreement made with counsel 
for the prosecution. 
lie reiterated the open­ 
ing statem ent th at the defendant was jus ’• 
tied in killing Dr. Lefevre, and th at he was 
not m entally responsible for the act. 
He 
then reviewed the conduct of the prosecution, 
taking 
the ground th at 
there was no 
necessity 
for 
the 
prosecution 
to 
prove 
anything 
but 
the 
killing of 
Dr. 
Le­ 
fevre, but they had gone further, al th 
instigation of some one unknown, to utterly 
break down the defendant’s character for this 
and all time. 
Ho said they had “ literally 
raked hell with a line tooth-comb” to prove 
th at the defendant is a gambler and a rake. 
They have not proved him a gambler, and 
they" have not shown th at he visited houses 
of iil-fame. 
W hen this disgraceful charge 
was made the fortitude of the defendant was 
shaken. 
He bore up under all else. 
Mr. 
Foote then asserted th at the policemen swore 
to a state of facts th at did not exist when 
they testified th at Schroder came from a 
house of ill-fame iu a drunken and maudlin 
condition, and he also expressed some doubt 
as to the integrity of the swearing. 
H e said 
that the average polios officer was a peculiar 
kind of an animal, and so is the detective. 
Every act of Schroder’s from the time of liis 
marriage until the present time has been sub­ 
jected to the closest investigation. 
There is 
nothing against him except th at he played 
cards with his friends. 
The efforts made 
by the prosecution to blacken and vilify 
this defendant m ust have sprung from a con­ 
viction th at no jury of his countrymen would 
convict him of any crime, and therefore 
the design was to ruin him. 
M r. Foote re­ 
viewed the testim ony of Sarah Gallagher, 
saying F ather King was brought in to sus­ 
tain a broken and tottering prosecution. 
They did not bring Father M aguire here to 
prove th at Sarah had never seen him, but to 
prove th at she had made a different state­ 
ment to him than th at which she swore she 
made. 
The course of conduct toward Sarah 
Gallagher was not respectable or decent. 
T hat girl was asked if she was in the Mag­ 
dalen Asylum, and she indignantly replied 
“ Ñ o,” and the prosecution did not follow 
the question with other testimony. 
Counsel 
then contended th at if the defer dant be­ 
lieved th at Lefevre had seduced h¡3 wife he 
ought uot to be convicted for killing him, 
even if he was perfectly sane. 
" I will 
say 
here,” 
he 
continued, 
“ th at Dr. 
Lefevre 
used 
his 
professional 
oppor­ 
tunities to seduce Mrs. Schroder, and he de­ 
served 
the 
death 
which he 
met, 
and 
the unw ritten law of the country justifies the 
act. 
No American jury has ever stultified 
itself by bringing in a verdict of guilty in a 
case of this kind. 
If you, gentlemen of the 
jury, acquit this man, no appeal can be taken. 
The law of human nature and the law of (Ipd 
planted in the bosom justifies the act. 
Dr. 
Lefevre occupied to Mrs. Schroder a profes­ 
sional relation, and when ho took advantage 
of his position to commit adultery with her, 
whether w ith her consent or not, he forfeited 
his life. 
Gentlemen, there is too much cf 
th at sort of thing going on. 
Lefevre learned 
from Sarah, who came to his office, that 
Schroder was away from home, and he 
goes under the guise of pulling a tooth 
for Sarah to Schroder’s house. 
W hen Schro­ 
der came home he fled out of the back door. 
The books are full of ease» showing where 
intelligent men have redressed their wrongs 
by killing the seducer, and invariably the 
jury have returned a verdict of ‘n o tguilty.’ 
I say every man of spirit will do the same 
thing. 
I t is just and necessary for juries to 
protect the honor and peace of families as to 
protect life. 
Lefevre dead in his grave is 
better off than this defendant. [Shroder broke 
down with grief a t this point and sobbed bit­ 
terly.] There is too much of thism audlinsenti- 
m entality which talks so much of the value 
of human life and so little of the sacredness 
and happiness of domestic peace and honor. 
I believe in American juries, and I believe 
you are going to acquit this man. 
I believe 
that the hour of this defendant’s deliverance 
is at hand.” 
M r. Foote closed here. 
A t 12 51. the Court 
took a recess until 12:30 I’. M. 


A Horn non Session. 
The Court convened again at 12:40 P. M. 
Zach Montgomery addressed the jury for 
the prosecution in the presence of a vast au­ 
dience. 
He said in substance on the main 
points: 
The law was intended for the protection of 
the community. 
To pay legislators to make 
laws, to pay judges, juries and sheriffs to 
execute them, the people are heavily bur. 
dened with taxes. 
W hat does it all mean ? 
Is it not to allow every citizen to pursue 
peacefully his occupation ? Does it not mean 
th at it will protect h¡3 life from the assassin’s 
bullet and k n ife; th at it will protect his rep­ 
utation and hi3 property ? The law must 
protect the citizen or he m ust protect him 
self. 
W hen murders are committed, when 
larceny, 
perjury, arson 
and forgery are 
committed, 
the 
law 
m ust 
punish 
the 
guilty, or the Aggrieved man will take his 
pistol and avenge the wrong. 
WThen a clear 
case cf crime is brought before juries they 
must protect the community or it will relapse 
into mobocracy. 
Counsel 
has told you 
about outside influences. 
I knew nothing of 
them. 
B ut one thiug I do know : A house Í3 
clad in mourning, a young wife has been left 
a widow, and four children have been left 
fatherless. 
Their grief was not paraded 
before you. 
No bloody clothing has been 
held up before you. 
I ask why was Mrs. 
Schroder cot put upon the stan d ? 
Mr. M cAllister—If your Honor pleasp, 
counsel for the prosecution is arguing on a 
question as to the impropriety of which you 
have already ruled upon. 
The defense cannot 
be prejudiced in thi3 case before the jury by 
reason of not calling Mrs. Schroder. 
The Court—Certainly no presumption can 
work against the prosecution by reason of 
Mrs. Schroder’s not testifying. 
Mr. Montgomery—Do I understand th at 
the Court rules against such argum ent? 
The Court—M y ruling was th at such in­ 
structions were prejudicial. 
The question 
arises whether the argument on such failure 
of Mrs. Schroder to testify is permissible. 
Mr. Montgomery—W e are willing to take 
the chances on such a proposition. 
Mr. M cAllister—We don’t propose to let 
you take such chances. 
Mr. Montgomery—V ery well, then ; I will 
conform to the rulings of the Court, with the 
protest th at it is a revolution in every prin­ 
ciple of law and justice and common sense. 
The Court—Mr. Montgomery, I claim to 
act in as good faith as counsel at the bar, and 
am willing to leave the m atter to the judg­ 
m ent of any competent per on. 
Y our re­ 
marks, however, deserve the severest con­ 
demnation. 
M r. Montgomery—I shall endeavor to con­ 
form with the rulings. 
Did your H onor rule 
that I am not to comment upon the reason 
which induced the defense not to bring M rs, 
Schroder here ? 
The Court—M y ruling is th at the testim o­ 
ny of Dr. Stebbins as to what she said was as 
high testim ony as any th at could be brought 
here. 
Mr. Montgomery—That is not w hat I 
allude to. 
Coumel for the defense have been 
permitted to argue to the jury w ithout in­ 
terruption that seduction has been com­ 
mitted. 
The Court—I have ruled 
once, twice, 
thrice that as an absolute fact the question of 
seduction has not the slightest consequence 
in the case. 
Mr. M ontgomery—Y our H onor permitted 
the defense to produce the unsworn testi­ 
mony cf M rs Schroder. 
Mr. M cAllister—We have no objection, 
when you say you do not believe what Mrs. 
Schroder said was true. 
M r. Montgomery—I cannot discuss any 
question hinging on the first w ithout com­ 
menting upon the value of her unsworn testi­ 
mony out of Court. 
Mr. M cAllister—H e has a right to say that 
her teB'imony is untrue. 
Mr. M ontgomery—I have also the right to 
ea y w h y l believe it to be untrue. I will d iscu s 
the question on a hypothesis of the em bar­ 
rassment into which I am placed. 
The Court—Mr. Montgomery, it occurs to 
me that that remark was not intended for the 


jury, but as a comment on the ruling of the 
Court. 
I say th at if Mrs. Schroder was 
placed on the stand and testified th at adultery 
was committed, it might exert an influence 
on defendant’s mind. 
M r. M ontgomery—If M is. Schroder had 
been on the stand we could have brought out 
many things th at have not been laid bare. 
Objectionable testimony was introduced. 
The C ourt—Did you ask the Court to gtop 
its introduction ? 
Mr. Montgomery—No, because I thought 
th at the rulings would be in perfect accord­ 
ance with jo u r rulings throughout the case. 
The Court—I am not responsible for the 
shortcomings or idiosyncracieB of your mem­ 
ory. 
Mr. M ontgomery (turning to the jury)—I 
will now try to keep in accordance, gentle­ 
men of the jury, with the rulings of the 
Court. 
The Court—Mr. M ontgomery, 1 don’t pro­ 
pose to allow you to misrepresent the Court 
to the jury. 
If you cannot proceed as a gen­ 
tleman, I will order you to take your seat. 
M r. Montgomery—As to w hat may have 
been told Dr. Sttbbins, I don’t regard him as 
of absolute veracity as Mr. Foote does. 
Tho 
jury has not been perm itted to know what 
.Mrs. ¡Schroder's testim ony was, by the de­ 
fense ami the ruling of the Court. 
The Court—You could better talk to the 
jury. 
Mr. Montgomery—I'll do it, if your Honor 
will only stick to your rulings. 
I think this 
is a foul murder, ami foul means are even 
played to cover it up. 
Schroder and wife 
have had a conversation in the bed-chamber, 
and the jury has never been perm itted to 
know what it was. 
The commencement of 
their trouble was 
their 
hill of StsJ. 
It 
is 
in 
evidence 
th at 
it 
was 
a debt 
cf 
two 
years’ standing. 
Schroder was 
in straightened circumstances, and wcs a 
fast man. 
Mrs. Schroder never charged l)r. 
Lefevre with seduction—merely w ith im­ 
proper conduct—and Schroder, in telling Dr. 
Stebbins of it, says th at the doctor had at­ 
tem pted to seduce his wife. 
W hy did she 
say so ? Because there was a quarrel about 
a dentist bill. 
In proof of this, when Dr. 
Stebbins came over to Oakland the first 
thing spoken of was th at deDtist bill. 
Dr. 
Stebbins has shown a wonderful lack of 
memory, as evinced by the most flagrant dis­ 
crepancies in his testimony. 
I propose to 
crack him as he deserves to be, and as 
the commnnitj' has a right to have him 
cracked. 
It is a well-known fact th at Mrs. 
Schroder had a child six months and tw eutj’ 
d ajs after her marriage. 
No brave man ever 
beat bis wife as Schroder did. 
W hen Schro­ 
der and his wife consulted as to the alleged 
seduction, it was for the purpose of levying 
blackmail for that §R3. 
Did Dr. Stebbins, 
when he arrived at the doctor’s office, ask for 
the man who seduced his daughter? 
N o ; 
but “ H ave you a bill against my son-in- 
law ?” You have seen intelligent ladies and 
gentlemen, patrons of Dr. Lefevre, and from 
th at I ask j’ou, Do you even think th at such 
an accusation can stand ? 
W hen the son-in- 
law, 
with 
Dr. 
Stebbins, 
asked 
for 
a receipted bill, they did nothing more 
than a highwayman 
would 
have 
done. 
It was intended th at the fuss should end with 
the tender of a receipt in full. 
This case has 
all the marks of a dastardly and cold­ 
blooded murder. 
A s to the plea of insanity, 
an insane person cannot be divorced or per­ 
suaded from bis peculiar idea. 
Schroder was 
persuaded to give up his pistol. 
He worked 
at the bank not like an insane man, r.or dees 
a man use ordinary discretion in the ordinary 
affairs of life. 
B ut where is proof of the 
defendant not actiug like a rational being? 
During the noon recess of the bank he pur­ 
chases a pistol, and thereafter returns to the 
bank. 
As to the irresistible impulse with 
which it is claimed 
the defendant was 
actuated, 
it 
is 
strange 
th at 
Sarah 
Gallagher—on 
the 
hypothesis th a t the 
impulse 
was 
irresistible—th at 
she, 
an 
igncrant servant girl, was the one person 
to control him. 
This is an im portant case. 
I ask nothing for friendship, but I do ask, in 
all justice and .humanity, th at you do not 
turn out a murderer upon the community and 
thus allow a man to go unpunished who killed 
one of the best citizens in the community. 
If there were no children to protect, no 
widow to provide for, then m ight leniency 
ba in order. 
If Schroder, because his wife 
savs th at she was seduced, takes it upon him­ 
self to constitute a Judge and ju rj’, let him 
abide the consequences. 
THE CLOSING ARGUMENT FOR THE DEFENSE. 
M r. M cAllister then began tha closing ar­ 
gum ent for the defense. 
H e sa id : 
Gentle­ 
men of the jury, I shall attem pt to address 
you w ithout the m alignity which character­ 
ized the remarks of the gentleman who has 
ju -t spoken. 
In his malignity he has not 
spared witness, defendant nor the 
Judge 
himself. 
He has forgotten the honorable 
profession of which he is a member, and has 
in his m alignity forgotten the gentlem anli­ 
ness which should ever m ark its members. 
T hat is my view of his argument. 
I rejoice 
to have a jury of husbands and of fathers. 
Imagine, on M ay 11th, the defendant sur­ 
rounded bj' his wife, children and everything 
th at enhance» and BUDOlies a happy home, 
near the woman whom he loved, whom he liad 
promised to hold to in sickness or in health, 
tilldeathdid them part. Imagine learning that 
th at woman was debauched, and had broken 
allegiance to her m arital vows. 
Aye, worse 
than death, disgrace and dishonor fell thick 
and fast. W hile justice is asked for the pros­ 
ecution, and the more because there are left 
a widow and children, our sym pathy does not 
change the fault which attaches to his deeds 
as an untrue husband and a false father. The 
gentlemau lashes himself into a rage and sava 
th at iny friend spoke disparagingly of the 
Roman Catholic Church. 
W e never said 
anything of the kind, 
lie spoke of the de 
fondant nursing his anger for six months, 
W as it not something more than mere anger 
which attracted the attention of all his friends 
and acquaintances? The tension on his hr..in 
grew so strong th at when he saw the miscre­ 
ant who had defiled his home th at it knew no 
bound-, and culminated in this tragedy. 
M y 
associate, in sayiDg no jury would convict, 
said truly, as exemplified by the verdict iu 
the Sickles and other cases. 
M r. M ontgomery—Yes, but allow me to go 
farther and state th at in those cases there 
was seduction proven and none in this. 
Mr. M cAllister (resuming)—When deceased 
was asked whether he had seduced Mrs. 
Schroder he said nothing, which was equiva­ 
lent to an admission in writing. 
The very 
act of Sarah Gallagher, in going to Dr. 
Lefevre at night seme thirty times, and dur­ 
ing each of which he exhibited considerable 
attention, and selected her as a confident in 
this business, is a proof th at her services 
were needed. 
She could inform and post 
him as to 
what was going on. 
As to 
her hoping th at she 
was 
not the cause 
of the trouble, there wa3 nothing more than 
sym pathy for his trouble. 
As to Sarah’s 
memorizing her testimony, how would she go 
through the cross-examination with such fly- 
¡Dg colors ? As to the confession of Sarah 
Gallagher, it does not follow th at because the 
priest failed to see her th at she was not there, 
for the reason th at theconfessionah are dark. 
Despite the order of the Court, counsel 
continued to argue th at Mrs. Schroder was 
not called for fear th at something would be 
disclosed. 
The reason of her non-appear­ 
ance is th at the lady has suffered enough al­ 
ready w ithout dragging her into Court to un­ 
dergo the cross-examination of one of the 
counsel on the other side, and the defendant 
chosing rather to abile by your verdict than 
subm it his wife to the indignities which I am 
sure she would have received. 
Mr. M cAllister continued a t considerable 
length, and on the conclusion of his argument 
the Court adjourned until to-morrow m orn­ 
ing at 9 o'clock, when the argum ent for the 
defense will be concluded by M r. McAllister, 
to be followed by D istrict A ttorney Gibson 
for the prosecution, when the case will be

BRITISH COLUMBIA. 


A Sudden Thaw an d H igh W ater. 
V ictoria, December 9tb.—On Monday the 
ice cakes were piled upon Fraser river near 
Chilliwack to a bight of 20 feet, blocking 
navigation and stretching clear across the 
stream from bank to bank. 
The cold until 
th at day had been intense for nearly a week. 
On Sundaj’ night the south wind breathed 
softly and sweetly upon the land, and a great 
thaw set in. 
The snow on the mountain 
sides melted, and almost immediately every 
rivulet became a mountain torrent aud small 
creeks rushing rivers. 
Before daylight on 
M onday the floodgates 
of 
heaven^ were 
opened, and the Fraser and its tributary 
streams were booming. 
The rain continued 
for 40 hours. 
The district roads were flooded 
and bridges and corduroys damaged or de­ 
stroyed. 
The streets of New W estm inster 
became swift water-eourses, and 
to add 
to the general discomfort many of the 
water-pipes burst and did considerable dam­ 
age to the dwellings. 
Among the rivers af­ 
fected by the freshet was the Ccquillain and 
tributary, that enters Frazer river a few 
miles above W esti, a town on the GVquillain. 
The Government dredger and the stern- 
wheel steamers Reliance, Royal C ity and 
W in. Irving went into w inter quarters a 
couple of weeks ago, and the rapid rúe on 
Tuesday caused the dredger to part from her 
moorings and sweep down upon one of the 
stern-wheel boats, tearing her from her fast­ 
enings. 
The dredger and the storu-wheeler 
then bore down upon the remaining boats, 
broke their cable, and the fleet swept into the 
main river amidst the ice floes. 
The tide was 
running in a t the time, and the boats were 
proceeding up stream a t a rate of four miles 
per hour when last seen. 
The steamers Gem 
and Princess Louise, with a crew of men, 
proceeded to the rescue from New W estm in­ 
ster. 
On Tuesday night it was reported that 
the wheels of all the steamers had been dam­ 
aged somewhat, hut a9 the ice was rapidly 
disappearing at the latest accounts no serious 
injury to the hulls was feared.

W ashington, December 9th. — On motion of 
Pendleton, the part of the President's mes-sage re­ 
ferring to civil service reform was referred to a 
select com m ittee on th e subject, w ith instructions 
to report by bill or otherwise at an early dav. 
On motion of Davis, the adjournm ent to-day will 
be until Monday. 
Pendleton introduced a joint resolution for the 
purpose of obtaining the privilege d opening a road 
and highway from the Canada line of the United 
States and British America ih ougfa British Colum­ 
bia to Fort Wrangel and Sitka, in Alaska. Referred. 
The bill for the sale of the reservation of the Otoe 
and Missouri Indians in Kansas and N ebraska was 
discussed. 
The Vice-President presented the case of Bragg & 
Polk Confederate papers, which are for 6ale for 
$10,000 each, and said it was for Congress to decide 
the m atter. 
A djourned.

H o u se . 
Washington, December 9tli.—Baker of Indiana, 
from the Appropriation Committee, reported the 
fortification appropriation bill. 
Ordered printed 
and recom m itted. 
It appropriates ¿150,000. 
Kelly of Pennsylvania introduced a bill repealing 
the bank, stam p, m atch and patent medicine taxes. 
R efen ed. 
Aldrich of Illinois introduced a bill amending the 
law taxing savings banks. 
Wood asked how m any days the Republicans in­ 
tended to obstruct business ? 
Conger called him to order for insolent and un­ 
parliam entary language, and Wood withdrew it. 
Conger said there m ust be a lim it to impertinence. 
The Republicans were ready to vote on the funding 
bill, and even postpone debate. 
Wood thought they m ight indicate a tim e when 
they would be ready. 
McLanc spoke ou the electoral resolution, 
He 
siid , in deferring to the Electoral Commission, that 
the law authorizing it was a disgrace and a dis­ 
honor to the country, because it resulted in count­ 
ing in a man who d d not receive a m ajority of the 
electoral votes of the country, and the twelfth a rti­ 
cle gave the House power to elect a President under 
a certain contingency, and 
imposed upon the 
House the actual necessity of countiug and verify­ 
ing the votes. 
Knowing the gentleman on the 
other side m eant to set the Const itution at defiance, 
it was his hopa th at he would live to see his party 
again in a m ajority in the Ilouse. 
If gentlemen on 
the other side choose to obstruct business until the 
«lay should come for counting the electoral vote, let 
them have the responsibility. 
Let the Dem­ 
ocrats 
aw ait th at day, and 
when 
it comes 
let them take their seats and see that the votes 
opened by the Vice-President are genuine votes. 
Let them see th at every Elector was qualified, and 
let them take any other step they pleased in the 
way of inquiry- and investigation, to know whether 
the Electors who had cast the votes were qualified 
Electora. 
If perchance they should find that, as 
was the cose in 1877, Electors had voted who were 
not qualified, let them have the courage to refuse to 
certify or count such votes; or if they found that 
the Vice-President had opened a certificate where 
the votes alleged to have been cast were forgeries, 
let them have the courage now and forever to refuse 
such votes. 
Let them do as their fathers had done 
—take their seats, appoint tally clerks, count the 
votes, and as honorable representatives of the 
people oertify to the genuineness of tho votes or re ­ 
fuse to certify to it. 
He had never met a man who 
had not regretted the necessity for the Electoral 
Commission ; but now he looked back with Infinite 
satisfaction 
to 
the 
fact 
th at 
the 
Demo­ 
cratic party had, both in 1870 and 1S30, candi­ 
dates who believed it 
was the 
duty 
of the 
houses to count the votes. 
Every person felt that 
in delegating that power to another tribunal the 
responsibility had been with Congress, and if there 
bad been any sharae or dishonor in the action it 
rested here, and had for th at reason never felt at 
liberty to denounce th at tribunal. 
He would, how­ 
ever, never cast a vote to create another. He hoped 
the Democrats would not be influenced either by 
filibustering or by offensive insinuations th at they 
were hatching mischief. 
Except in the case of 
S tites which had voted for Hancock, there was no 
question in any State. There was a question, and a 
very serious question, as to the vote of Georgia. 
He could not conceive of any more detestable thing 
than rejecting the vote of -a State, except voting as 
a State against it. 
Well, that was a crime of the 
Republican party. 
It had accepted perjury and 
forgery as a means of certifying votes. 
In the face 
of this fact the gentlemen on the other side stood 
he^e and endeavored to give the Vice-President 
power to count the votes. 
It was an attem pt at 
usurpation th at looked to the future, and there was 
no legislative action th at was not justifiable to de­ 
feat that purpose. 
A disjointed running debate then ensued, partici­ 
pated in by McLane, H unter, Cox of New York, 
and Mills, during the course of which Mills inti­ 
m ated his opposition to the pending resolution, on 
the ground th at under its provisions the Senate 
m ight declare who was President. 
Lapham said at the last session he had looked 
upon the pending measure as an attem pt to de­ 
bauch the Eiec'-oral count. 
Why where the wheels 
of legislation now blocked to consider a question, 
when it was adm itted th at there was no necessity 
whatever for the operation of the extraordinary 
provisions of this resolution? That there was lying 
behind it some purpose he was bound to assume 
from the tenacity with which this m atter was 
pressed. 
Under its provisions, questioning a return 
would justify the m ajority in rejecting the vote of a 
State. 
It provide«l th at if more than one list of 
Electoral votes, or “ papers purporting to be such 
list,” were received from a Stat •, either house may 
refuse to receive the vote. 
W hat was the paper ? 
An official paper ? N ot at a ll; but a paper certified 
to by the Chairman of a Democratic State Commit­ 
tee would answ er the requirem ent of th at provi­ 
sion. The Republicans Were willing to justify them ­ 
selves in resorting to every expedient known to 
parliam entary usage to resist the purpose of this 
resolution.
